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Taz Psalmist David wrote: I have 
been young, and now am old; yet 
have I not seen the righteous forsaken, 
nor his seed begging bread.” 

This was the experience of King 
David, who had excellent opportuni- 
ties making observations of this 
kind. His experience is confirmed 
by the experience of other observers 
in our day. The righteous are not 
forsaken. The Lord remembers them 
and aids them and their children, and 
permanent prosperity waits upon 
them. It may not always be that 


they obtain t wealth, but they 
are not left destitute, and — are 
always rich in God's favor, and the 


resence of His Holy Spirit in their 


earts. 

When Latter-day Saints forsake the 
worship of the of heaven and 
turn to the of this world, and 
make wealth the object of their lives, 
they commit a foolish action. When 
they do this they are called apostates. 
This is a name from which every 
Latter-day Saint should shrink. To 
the thoughtful and faithful the name 
itself is filled with horror, for it means 
the forsaki 
vation and the rejection of the Hol 
Spirit, and of all the promises whic 
pertain to life here and hereafter. _ 

Men who worship the god of this 
world very frequently obtain riches. 
They make money the object of their 
lives. They devote all their thoughts 
to acquiring it. They throw away 
scruples concerning the manner in 
which they shall obtain it, and con- 
sider that, as long as they do not ex- 
pose themselves to the punishment of 
the law, they are justified in their 
acts. Bat though they may accumu- 
late money, their prosperity, even in 
this direction, is not permanent, A 
time is likely to come when they will 
lose that for which they have risked 
their salvation. 

A case of this kind has been brought 
forcibly to my attention during my 
recent visit to California. The name 
of Samuel Brannan is doubtless fami- 
liar to many of the Saints. He was 
at one time a somewhat prominent 


Elder in the Church. He presided 


of God and of His sal- | 


in New York, and was * to 
take a ote | of Saints from New 
York in the ship Brooklyn, around 
Cape Horn, to San Francisco, in Cali- 
fornia. He landed with this company 
in 1846. This was before gold was 
discovered. He afterwards left Cali- 
fornia for the purpose of meeting 
President Young and the pioneers, 
and did so before they reached Salt 
Lake Valley. At that meeting he 
endeavored to persuade them to push 
through and make their settlement in 
some of the valleys of California. 
This, President Young declined to 
do, and Brannan returned to Cali- 
fornia. Gold was soon discovered 
there, and it is said that he collected 
tithing from members of the Battal- 
ion, who were working in the gold 
fields, for which he never accounted; 
but, whether this be so or not, he 
became very rich, and lost all faith in 
the Gospel and became an apostate. 
When I was sent on a mission to 
California, in 1855, to publish the 
translation of the Book of Mormon, 
which I had made into the Hawaiian 
language, and to publish the Western 
Standard, myself and the Elders with 
me rented our office from him. He 
was then the owner of large blocks of 
granite buildings, the finest in the 
city. He was immensely wealthy. 
He was credited with being the rich- 
est man in California. It seemed as 
though he was safe from all disaster 
at least as long as he should live, and 
that with his wealth he might count 
securely on always being 
of riches; but it was then prophe- 
sied concerning him that he would 
yet become a rman. I have no 
doubt that if heard of such — 
dictions he would only have laug 
at them—they would have seemed to 
him so false. But however impro- 
bable they may have appeared at the 
time they were uttered, we have lived 
to see their fulfillment. 
It was told, just as wWe left San 
Francisco, that uel Brannan was 
dying. He was somewhere in the 
neighborhood of San Diego, in Culi- 
foruia, destitute of means, and under 
the necessity of sending to some of 
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his relatives for asmall sum of money 
to relieve his pressing wants. From 
being the richest man in California 
he had lost all, and was compelled, 
almost as a pauper, to ask for a pit- 
tance to relieve his pressing wants. 
What a spectacle, and how full of 
warning is such an example to the 
Latter-day Saints! He forsook his 
God, bis t Creator and Savior 
and turned to the worship of the god 
of this world. Dazzled by the pros- 
— of immense wealth which opened 
ore him, the Gospel lost its attrac- 
tions for him, and he entered upon a 
career that he thought would result 
in glory and happiness to him. Fora 
few brief years he enjoyed the plea- 
sure that the possession of great 
wealth gave him. Almost every 
desire and er that he wished to 
indulge be had the power to gratify. 
But this did not last. His god failed 
him in the hour when he most needed 
its help. He had forsaken the true 
God, and the Spirit of God, with its 
heavenly joys, was no longer his com- 
panion. 
When he began to g° down his 
descent was very rapid. His wife 
secured a divorce and took a large 
portion of his property from him. 
is she soon lost in stock specula- 
tions, and his children were thus left 
destitute, so that of his great riches 
not even his wife and children have 
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a remnant left. 

What a different fate would this 
man’s have been had he remained 
true to the cause of God! He 
baps might not have had much wealth; 
but he would bave had the favor 
heaven; he would have had the honor 
and respect of the Church of Christ; 
he would have had a conscience voi 
of offense; he would have had 
mises which constitute eternal riches, 
and he would have had a happiness 
so pure and heavenly that all the en- 
joyment which his wealth brought to 

im would not bear the least com- 
parison to it. 

This is the case of one 1 
How has it been, and how will it be, 
with others who have, for similar rea- 
sons, taken a similar course? Will 
their prosperity be permanent? It is 
very safe to say No. ey may flou- 
rish for a while, but sooner or later 
the god upon which they depend will 
desert them. They and their chil- 
dren will meet sorrow and destitu- 
tion. No true prosperity can attend 
the wrong-doer, or the one who des- 
erts his or the holy principles 
which He has revealed. But the 
righteous will never be forsaken, and 
the words of the Psalmist are as true 
to-day as they were when he uttered 
them.—Editorial in the Juvenile In- 
structor. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 
— — 

Fourteen miners have been killed by an explosion of firedamp in the Konstantin der 
Grosse Pit, in the district of Bochum, Westphalia. 

Sunny Mexico suffered during the first days of this month from a cold wave of almost 
blizzard-like intensity. Several persons have perished from exposure. 

Those of our readers who are not familiar with United States money, may reduce 
dollars to pounds by dividing by five. The figures thus obtained are not strictly correct, 
but will answer very well for making estimates of losses by fire, etc. . 

An earthquake occurred during the night of the 3rd inst. at Alton Bay, New Hamp- 


shire. No damage was done, but the vibrations were so distinct and menacing that the 
people rushed into the streets, and were afraid for some time to return to their dwellings. 

A grocery house, belonging to Messrs. Janney and Andrews, in Philadelphia city, was 
burned down on the night of the 24th ult., damage being estimatad at 250,000 dollars. 
In their efforts to extinguish the flames, several of the firemen were injured, one of 
them fatally. 

New York, Nov. 28th.—The barque Germania, from Stettin for New York, has gone 
ashore at Longbranch, in a terrible storm. The vessel was broken up, and her captain, 
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named Windhorst, and ten of the crew were drowned. The mate, a sailmaker, and two 
boys were saved. 

New York, Nov. 30.—A terrible cyclone passed over Belfort County, South Carolina, 
killing nine persons and badly inju ing some twenty or thirty others. Houses were 
blown to atoms, and staunch old trees were pulled up like shrubs. A factory was blown 
down, and an entire family, who were celebrating a wedding, were killed. 

The town of Washington, North Carolina, was recently visited by a cyclone of terrific 
force, which caused great destruction of property. A family consisting of six persons 
were all killed, and several other citizens were killed or injured. A girl who was seen 
walking in the street was caught up by the cyclone, whirled away, and has not since 
been heard of. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., Nov. 15.—There is great excitement in Webster County over the 
re-appearance of a terrible spotted fever scourge which raged in that country last winter 
A number of new cases are reported from the villages surrounding Dixon, all being the 
same disease in a most malignant form. Everything possible is being done to prevent its 
spread, and to keep the terrified people from deserting their homes, as they did last year. 

Vienna has been during the last thirty-six hours (says a Paris correspondent in a dis- 
patch of the 4th inst.) visited by a snowstorm of unusual severity. Three thousand men 
and twenty-four steam snow-ploughs have been busy since the small hours clearing the 
principal thoroughfares, yet one can still sink this evening knee-deep in snow even in 
such a frequented placé as the Schottenring. The tramcars in the city take twice the 
usual time over their journeys, although drawn by three horses, and in the suburbs traffic 
has had to be entirely or partially suspended. 

Boston, Nov. 29.—The latest estimate of the damage done by the conflagration in this 
city yesterday states the loss at five million dollars. The principal scene of the fire was 
a block of buildings by Kingston, Bedford, and Chauncey streets, and here the fire raged 
furiously for seven hours, the destruction being complete. Granite buildings crumbled 
away, and iron girders melted. A dozen firemen were injured by falling walls, but none 
fatally. Contrary to the report first current, the Globe Theatre was not injured. The 
premises of about 200 commercial establishments were burned out, and about 100 agents 
of New York and Western firms had their headquarters destroyed. Seventy-nine insu- 
to the extent ef on burned’ 
Two firemen are missing. 

New York, Dec. L—A week of disaster culminated last night in the tragic destruction 
by fire of the eight-storey brick building at the corner of Fourth-street and First-avenue 
South, in Minneapolis, occupied by newspaper offices, and owned by the Minneapolis 
Tribune. The fire originated in the basement, at half-past ten, and swept up the elevator 
shaft, preventing egress for many persons on the upper floors. Some jumped down the 
flaming gap and reached a fire escape, but those who hesitated were lost. One man 
seeing that all hope of escape was gone deliberately shot himself. The deaths so far as it 
is at present known number 18. The pecuniary loss by the fire is estimated at $1,000,000. 
Besides the Tribune and the Tribune Star, the building was occupied by the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press for its Minneapolis business, and by the Tribune job printing office. 

New York, Dec. 2.—The mail from Japan, which has just arrived, reports a chapter 
of terrible accidents. The American ship Chesboro has been wrecked on the coast of 
Japan, and nineteen of her crew drowned. A typhoon, which lately swept over the 
island of Sado, destroyed fifty houses, and an equal number of boats along the coasts 
were capsized and foundered. At Kauldamanchi a fire consumed 183 houses, chiefty 
of wood, and numbers of inmates perished in the flames On the 4th of November a 
native theatre at Senichima collapsed during the progress of a performance, Twenty- 
five persons were killed and a hundred injured. The last of the list of catastrophes 
comes from Foochow, and is more distressing than any of the others. A Chinese passen- 
ger boat loaded with peuple was making a trip on the Min River, when her boiler ex- 
ploded and seventy of the unfortunate voyagers were killed, some being drowned, and 
others scalded or struck fatally by flying fragments.

THE SABBATH DAY. 
— 
[CONTINUED FROM PAGE 763.] : 
WHEN we consider, from a Scriptural standpoint, the obligations resting 
upon us to observe the Sabbath, we find they are of the most sacred char- 
acter. The law respecting it reads as follows: Remember the sabbath day, 
to keep it holy. Six days shalt thou labor, and do all thy work: but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt not do any 
work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy manservant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates: for in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in them is, and 
rested the seventh day: wherefore the Lord blessed the sabbath day, and 
hallowed it” (Exod. xx, 8—11). 


Obedience to this law is enjoined upon us by various considerations. It 
has been pointed out heretofore that there are sound physiological and econo- 
mie reasons why one day in seven should be observed as a day of rest; but 
we are, moreover shown in the most effective manner possible the necessity 
for keeping it. This is done by the Divine example. Attention is called 
to this fact in the Scripture just quoted, but elsewhere the sacred historian is 
more explicit, and says: “Thus the heavens and the earth were finished, and 
all the host of them. And on the seventh day God ended his work which he 
had made; and he rested on the seventh day from all his work which he had 
made. And God blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it: because that 
God created and made.“ 
Gen. ii, 1—3. . 

As the Savior, who was without sin, by being baptized in order to fulfill all 
righteousness, has invested the ordinance of baptism with a supreme sacred- 
ness and importance, so also have the Gods, who, we cannot suppose, needed 
any rest, thrown round the Sabbath by their observance of it, a sanctity that 
should fill us with the profoundest respect for it. We are informed that the 
Almighty has blessed and sanctified it, and ordinary reverential feelings 
should restrain us from desecrating it, by devoting it to profane and common 
purposes, It is a truth, howev@, that we often take liberties with it, that 
would fill us with amazement did we but properly reflect upon our course, 
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In order to appreciate the situation let us suppose a case by way of illustre 
tion. Thus, for instance, there are temples erected in the land of Zion which 
are wholly consecrated to the Lord, and to Hisservice. He has accepted 
them and blessed them with the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon them, 
and holy angels have visited them ; hence a lively sense of their sacredness 
pervades the hearts of all the Saints. Now, suppose those sacred places 
should be converted into business marts; that the scenes which are enacted 
in the New York Stock Exchange should be duplicated within the cousecrated 
walls of those temples, or that political caucuses and conventions conducted 
by men representing the knavery and moral corruption of the country 
should be held there; would not the religious feelings of every Saint 
receive a profound shock? Would they not expect that such impiety and 
desecration of holy things would call forth the judgments of an outraged 
God? But is a temple which man has erected and consecrated to the service 
and worship of the Almighty more sacred and holy than a day which God 
Himself has blessed and consecrated to that same service and worship? It 
will be hard to make it appear that there is any essential difference in the 
degree of sacredness that characterizes them respectively. If, therefore, we 
allow our minds to be occupied with schemes of business on the Sabbath, 
how much better are we than those who may profane a temple of the Lord 
by transforming it into a place of business? If we take SACRED TIME and 
devote it to the consideration of politics or other purely worldly concerns, 
what advantage have we over the individual who may devote a SACRED 
PLACE to the same purposes? These cases seem to be on a par with each 
other, and it is illogical for us to assume that the man who profanes holy | 
time can escape the chastizement of the Lord, while the person who profanes 
a holy place will certainly be punished. The Almighty associates together 
the keeping of the Sabbath and the exercise of a proper reverence for sacred 
places, and thus strongly implies that they are of equal importance. He 
says: “Yeshall keep my Sabbaths, and reverence my sanctuary: I am the 
Lord” (Levit. xix, 30). To the same extent, therefore, that the desecra- 
tion of God’s sanctuary would shock every religious feeling of the soul, so 
also should the profanation of the Sabbath-day; but familiarity with the 
latter evil has blunted our sensibilities to a culpable extent in many cases, 
The frequent repetition of the offense does not, however, lessen its heinous- 
ness in the sight of God. 

The importance of keeping the day holy is very forcibly impressed upon us 
by the fact that the law respecting it was repeatedly re-enacted, as we might 
say. Thus almost immediately after it was first given from Sinai it was 
re-affirmed in the following language: Six days shalt thou do thy work, and 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest; that thine ox and thine ass may rest, and 
the son of thy handmaid, and the stranger, may be refreshed” (Exod. xxiii, 
12 See also Lev. xix, 3, and Deut. v, 12-16.) 

There are some who think that the law of God respecting the Sabbath, can 
be set aside with but little culpability for various reasons which they propose. 
Thus merchants who find their business accummulating too rapidly to be 
handled during the six working days of the week, devote the Sabbath to 
looking over accounts, or otherwise engage themselves with their finascial 
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os, Lawyers and other professional men are often no better, nor do 
in many instances feel that there is much harm in doing some 
of the most ordinary kind on the Sabbath during the busy season. 
t the Lord makes it very plain that His Sabbath laws are designed to be 
perpetual, and that they have all seasons of the year for their application, 
nor can they be set aside simply because business is crowding upon us faster 
than we can attend to it. Speaking to this point he says: “Six days thou 
shalt work, but on the seventh day thou shalt rest: in earing time and in 
harvest thou shalt rest” (Exod. xxxiv, 21). 

Though this commandment is specially addressed to those who gain their 
livelihood by tilling the soil, yet we cannot doubt that the principle which it 
inculcates is just as applicable to other people in other callings. It teaches 
us that a press of business does not justify a desecration of God's holy day. 
We are not, however, to conclude that business when of a pressing nature is 
never to be done on the Sabbath. The Savior has said that the Sabbath 
was made for man; not man for the Sabbath; and he has outlined the labor 
which may lawfully be performed on that day. It is written as follows: 

And He was teaching in one of the synagogues on the Sabbath. And, 
behold, there was a woman which had a spirit of infirmity eighteen years, 
and was bowed together, and could in no wise lift up herself. And when 
Jesus saw her, he called her to him, and said unto her, Woman, thou art 
loosed from thine infirmity. And he laid his hand on her; and immediately 
she was made straight, and glorified God. And the ruler of the synagogue 
answered with indignation, because that Jesus had healed on the Sabbath 
day, and said unto the people, There are six days in which men ought to 
work: in them therefore come and be healed, and not on the Sabbath day. 
The Lord then answered him, and said, Thou hypocrite, doth not each one of 

ou on the Sabbath loose his ox or his ass from he stall, and lead him away 
watering? And ought not this woman, being a daughter of Abraha 
whom Satan hath ‘bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from this 
on the Sabbath day? And when —— ts these things, all his adversaries 


were ashamed: and all the people rejoiced for all the glorious things that 
were done by him.—Luke xiii, 10—17. 


Speaking of certain other matters the evangelist, Matthew, says: 

At that time Jesus went on the Subbath day through the corn; and his 
disciples were an hungred, and began to pluck the ears of corn, and to eat. 
But when the Pharisees saw it, they said unto him, Behold, thy disciples do 
that which is not lawful to do upon the Sabbath day. But he suid unto 
them, Have ye not read what David did, when he wus an hungred, and they 
that were with him; how he entered into the house of God, and did eat the 
8 was not lawful for him to eat, neither for them which were 
with him, but only for the priests? Or have ye not read in the law, how that 
on the Sabbath days the priests in the temple profane the Sabbath, and are 

? — 2 in this place is one pe than the 
temple. But if he known what this meaneth, I will have mercy, and 
not sacrifice, ye would not have condemned the guiltless. For the Son of man 
is Lord even of the Sabbath day.— Matt. xii, 1—8. 2 

From these Scriptural quotations it is evident that all labor which is 
necessary for conducting the worship of God; for ministering to the sick and 
the afflicted; for taking proper care of our bodies according to the demands 
of nature, and for supplying the wants of our domestic animals when their 
freedom is curtailed, and for performing other like acts of mercy or necessity, 
is without guilt when done on the Sabbath. 
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Having thus a summary of the things which it is lawful to do on God's 
holy day, we will be still further enabled to understand how we may properly 
observe it by considering those things that, according to the ancient law, are 
forbidden to be done. We observe first that a commandment was laid upon 
ancient Israel that they should “kindle no fire throughout (their) habitations 
upon the Sabbath day” (Exod. xxv, 31 This law was not given with the 
design of depriving anyone of the privilege af supplying his dwelling with a 
sufficient amount of heat for bodily comfort. Its purpose was to preserve the 
Sabbath from desecration by performing ordinary culinary labor on it. That 
the food for the Sabbath was to be prepared beforehand is clearly stated in 
the following Scripture : 

And it came to pass, that on the sixth day they gathered twice as much 
bread, two omer for one man: and all the rulers of the co n came and 
told Moses. And he said unto them, This is that which rd hath said, 
To-morrow is the rest of the holy Sabbath unto the Lord: bake that which 
ye will bake to-day, and seethe that —— and that which remaineth 
over lay up for you to be kept unti the morning. And they laid it up till 
the morn as Moses bade: and it did not stink, neither was there an 
worm th And Moses said, Eat that to-day; for to-day is « Sabbath 
unto the Lord: to-day ye shall not find it in the field. Six days 
gather it; but on the seventh day, which is the Sabbath, in it there I be 
none.—Exod. xvi, 22—26. 

Not only may we understand from the verbal commandment what God’s 
will is\respecting this matter; but there are some of his acts which also show 
it very clearly. Thus He caused that no manna should fall on the Sabbath,

announce the death of Sister Julia Burton, which occurred on Friday morn- 
ing, November 29, 1889. Deceased was the beloved wife of Elder Charles 8, 
Barton, son of Bishop Robert T. Burton, first Counselor to the Presiding 
Bishop of the Church, Wm. B. Preston. In company with other visitors they 
arrived in Liverpool on Oct. 24th, and visited friends and relatives in Eng- 
land for a brief time; then went to France and took a view of the Paris 
Exposition. The prineipal object of their visit, however, concerned Sister 
Burton’s health, who was afflicted in such a manner that a surgical operation 
was necessary. Dr. Tate, of Birmingham, upon being consulted, expressed 
the opinion that it could be performed successfully and at no imminent risk 
to the life of the patient. The matter was reduced to the necessity of sub- 
mitting to the surgeon’s knife, or of suecumbing to the destroyer within a few 
years at most. Great hopes were entertained, because Sister Burton had 
sustained so well all the fatigues of the journey from Salt Lake City to this 
country. Dr. Tate very skillfully performed the work required of him, and 
for a time it appeared as if the patient would recover; but her system had 
become too much exhausted by the strain upon it, and she quietly passed 
away. Every thing that could be done to save her life was attended to, but 
without avail. Both friends and strangers offered their kind ministration to 
the bereaved husband in the midst of his terrible affliction; but we realize 
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that nothing save the spirit of God can offer that consolation that he now 
needs, The body of the deceased, after being carefully prepared, was shipped 
for Utah, leaving this port on the 30th ult, Brother Burton taking passage 
in the same ship. We offer our heartfelt sympathy, and trust that he may 
be sustained by the power of the Almighty.

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UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 

The total assessed value of real estate and personal property in Weber 
County is $5,553,415. This is upon a valuation of only 50 cents on the dollar. 

The bank of Brigham City is already doing a good business. The people 
of this district and surrounding settlements are depositing their surplus cash 
in the fire and burglar proof safe. 

The deep snow in the mountains has caused the deer and other large game 
to come down to the lower levels, where they fall an easy prey to the hunters. 
The markets are well supplied with venison. 

Salina is still progressing. Several new buildings are in course of erection, 
prominent among which is the new Co-op.,a fine rock building, which will be 
completed in time for the fine holiday stock now being ordered. | 

News from the Bear River canal is to the effect that work is being pro- 


secuted vigorously, and that only some unforeseen accident or circumstance 


will prevent its completion in time to be utilized during the irrigating season 
next year. 

The Utah Loan and Trust Company’s bank at Brigham City is pushed on- 
ward with full force. The building is a substantial one, made of brick. It 
is nearly to the square now, and they have about 40,000 bricks left, which 
will be used for the vault. 

Ice-cutting was commenced about the middle of November, and if the cold 
weather continues a large quantity will be stored this season. The quantity 
put up last fall was larger than usual, but the supply fell short of the demand, 
and ice had to be shipped in here from abroad. 4 

Typhoid fever appears to be doing Brigham City. Bishop A. A. Janson 
lost his oldest son a short time ago, and the next son is very low. John 
Johnson has lost his daughter, Ethel; and he himself is very ill with the 
same dreaded disease. He is not yet aware of the loss of his daughter. 

Work has been commenced on the new roundhouse of the consolidated rail- 
way companies, south-east of the union passenger station at Ogden. This is 
the largest building of its kind west of the Missouri river. It will have stalls 


for fifty-six locomotives, twenty of which will be completed as soon as a large 
force of men will do the work. : 


On Saturday night, the 16th ult., the Phoenix flour mill at Ephraim, San- 
pete County, took fire and was entirely consumed; loss from $12,000 to 
$15,000. The cause of the fire is supposed to have been hot boxes. The fire 
was not discovered until between twelve and one o'clock in the night. The 
books were saved. There were between 2,000 and 3,000 bushels of wheat in 
the mill. 

Lehi is growing and improviug. A large force of men and teams are at 
work grading the principal thoroughfares; and building new structures, in 
the shape of business places and residences, was quite active recently. The 
Oooh is erecting a frame building opposite the Utah Central depot. 
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It is designed for a livery and feed stable. The institution contemplate 
making extensive improvements in their up-town branch, the place being 
inadequate to its rapidly increasing trade. 

Sanpete County is one of the most prosperous counties in the Territory. 
It ranks next in importance to Cache County, in the quantity and quality of 
its cereal crop. As early as 1859 settlers made their way into this cannty, 
but found no such flourishing cities and towns as now dot the county from 
the extreme north end to its southern border. The most flourishing towns in 
the county are located in the northern part of the county, about three miles 
west from what are commonly called the “East Mountains.” 

The schools of Mount Pleasant are now running, and are classified as fol- 
lows: Two district schools, with not an overcrowded attendance; then there 
are the Latter-day Saints’ seminary with, we are told, a good attendance; 
also the Presbyterian school, known as the Wasatch Academy, and the 
Methodist school, both of which have a large attendance of pupils. The 
educational facilities of the District schools are very good. Globes, maps, 
astronomical and physiological charts of the latest designs are now found 
in the school-rooms of the district schools. 


Several of our neighbors have been considerably elated over the prospect 
of the location in their vicinity of Jones’ buffalo ranch. Salt Lake has never 
sought. after the attraction, but it would seem that she will be as near to it 
after all as those who have strained every energy and nerve to capture it. 
The animals will be located at Lake City, immediately west of Garfield beach. 
The contract to this effect has been signed, and arrangements are now 
being made to ship the animals to their new homes. The gentleman interested 
in the Lake City property say that this is but one of a number of moves that 
will be made, looking to the placing of attractions there. There will be 
several more surprises for the public ere the spring opens. Salt Lake Herald. 


The Park city public school building is now completed, and school was 
opened Monday, the 18th ult. The Park can now boast of one of the finest 
school buildings in the Territory. Built of white sandstone, it contains 
three rooms and basement, with large hallway. The rooms are 30ft. by 
30ft., with ceilings 16ft. high, The primary and intermediate rooms are 
arranged with sliding doors so that they can be thrown together on special 
occasions. The rooms are well-lighted and will admit of almost perfect ven- 
tillation. The building will be heated by hot air from a large furnace located 
in the basement. The basement is 30ft. by 40ft., aud if necessity demands 
it, it can be made into a good schoolroom. The furnishings, desks, maps 
and charts will be of the best and most approved kinds. No pains or expense 
have been spared to make this building all that is required for school pur- 
poses, and it stands to-day a credit not only to Park City but to the Territory.
